And ſo common is this Vice among them, that Caſſander (a mode- 
rate Papiſt ) ſaith, There is ſcarce an hundred amongſt all their Prieſts that 
abſtain from Women. Popiſh Celebacy therefore is a great promoter of Pic- 
ty, is it not? __
